INDIAN Lis, Ind., May 12.—State Auditor 
Hende was notified this morning that 
the Commercial State Bank of Russiaville 
could not meet its demands owing to the 
suspension of the Columbia Bank of Chicago. 
The bank was organized Jan. 1, 1892. J. 1. 
Tindley is president and R. W. Miles, cash - 
lor. 

It is thought that the directors were panic- 
stricken by the failure of the Columbia and 
thatthey should have continued business. 
The State law does not authorize the auditor 
to take charge of the bank. State Examifier 
Teeler will go to Russiaville at once. The 
last report made by the bank showed re- 
sources and liabilities of $73,628. 

The Commercial Bank is one of about 
twenty banks in Indiana that are thought to 
be connected with the Columbia National. 
Perhaps as many private banks are also re- 
lated to the Uhicago concern to some extent. 
Most of the former have been organized 
within the last four years. 

The Portiand Bank that suspended yester. 
Gay was the largest of the group. This was 
the first State bank to close in Indiana in 
twenty years, andthe records at the Audit. 
or’s office show that none of them ever failed. 
The State Danks were recently examined,and 
their reports indicated that they were in a 
substantial condition. 


DWIGGINS’ EXPLANATION. 

CHicaso, III., May 12.—Seilmri Dwiggins, 
the President of the broken Columbia Na- 
tional Bank, assigns as the immediate cause 
of the failure of his Dank the suit which was 
brought against it by the Sioux City Loan and 
Trust Co., which failed a few days ago. The 
Columbia was the Chicago bank with which 
the Sioux City concern did business and their 
deposit in the bank at the time of the col- 
lapse in Sioux City amounted 385,000. A 
draft was drawn on the Coldmbia for the 
amount. 

When the draft was presented by a man 
from lowa the bank refused payment. claim- 
ing that it had loans outstanding against the 
Sioux City Co., which equaled the amount of 
their deposit.

BENEFICIAL REFORMS. 


The scope of the new policy of the Ad- 
ministration with reference to the appoint- 
ment of postmasters and the recommenda- 
tion of Congressmen has been clearly indi- 
cated by Postmaster-General ‘Bissell. 

In response toa question regarding the 
removal of fourth-class postmasters at the 
expiration of their four -year terms Mr. 
Bissell said that they would not be re- 
moved unless charges are referred 
against them and substantiated. Compe- 
tent officials and non- partisans will not be 
removed.’’ 

When asked if the recommendation of 
members of Congress would be paramount 
in the selection of appointees he replied: 
„We will endeavor to get information 
from all sources.’’ 

This is a radical advance in the direction 
of civil-service reform upon two distinct 
lines. Itabolishes the spoils‘ system in 
the largest field remaining under its influ- 
ence when the Cleveland Administration 
came into power. The wholesale removal 
of fourth-class postmasters in the ‘interest 
of the politi¢al machines has been the 
darkest blot on the civil service system. 
It has required the constant work of 
several officials, has been a source of dis- 
credit to every administration aud an ob- 
struction to public business. To do away 
with this senseless practice and place the 
post-offices on à basis of ien is a wise 
act. ) , 

Scarcely less beneficial is the check put 


‘upon Congressional bossism by the refusal 


to formally recognize Congressional recom- 
mendations as final. Probably great 
weight will still be given to the recom- 
mendations of Congressmen, but notice 
has been served upon them that the Ad- 
ministration is not their submissive in- 
strument in the matter of appointments. 
The end sought in both directions is 


good. Abuses interfering with legislative 


and executive business will be corrected 
and the postal service must necessarily be 
vastly improved by the strict application 
of the non-partisan efficiency rule.

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INDIAN LAND ALLOTMENT. 


In so farasthe purposes of the Indian 
Adjustment League, which has just been 
formed in New York City, ostensibly to 
protect the interests of Indians, are lim- 
ited to the practical reform of abuses in 
the methods of alloting land in severalty 
its proposals should, be treated with re- 
spectiul consideration. Some of the 
men and women forming the league 
are undoubtedly actuated by 2 
sincere and commendable desire to 
find some feasible method of opening 
Indian lands by which the Indians may be 
assured fair compensation now and in 
future and the spectacle of a riotous car- 
nival of land-grabbing with its attendant 
violence and misery may be avoided. 

It is possible that a practical system 
of leasing Indian lands may be 
devised which will assure to the 
Indians more than the pittance val- 
uation of wilderness lands and some per- 
manent share in the profits which the set- 
tlement of them will bring. It is possible 
that a system of allotting the lands which 
will cut off land speculators from acquir- 
ing valuable lands for a song and will 
avoid the rush of land hungry people may 
be discovered. But all suggestions of prac-. 
tical reforms in these matters are based upon 
the belief that the lands should and will 
be allotted and opened. This is a reason- 
able standpoint and any practical plan of 
reform that may be suggested by those 
holding it should receive careful attention. 

The danger to be feared by the members 
of this League holding this view is that its 
action will be controlled by, the 
sickly sentimentalists, who are op- 
posed to any interference with the 
conditions under which the Indians now 
live upon their reservations. Their view 
was ect forth recently in an edi- 


= ie arid "prosperity ” tins 
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the corrupting influences of © — 
can citizens. It is ummecessary to 


‘combat this silly notion with men | 


of intelligence who have any knowledge. of 
the conditions existing in the Indian Ter- ö 
ritory and of the bar they constitute to the. 
progress and prosperity of the Indians and 
their white neighbors.. Any movement 
controlled by these sentimental delusions 
will be effectually handicapped. 

Let all possible beneficial reforms be 
adopted in the opening of Indian lands; 
let the interests of the Indian be fully pro- 
tected; let the negotiations be conducted 
in the fairest manner, but let the reserva- 
tion wildernesses be opened and cleared 
for cultivation and civilization. The 
good of both red and white men will be 
subserved by that achievement. 

GENERAL LAW AND STATE RIGHT. 

The United States Supreme Court ren- 
dered a decision last week on the question 
of a railway company’s liability to its 
employes, which takes such cases out of 
the State courts entirely and relieves the 
companies of all liability except that pre- 
scribed by the ‘‘general law’’ or Federal 
statutes. 

The case was that of a fireman employed 
by the Baltimore & Ohio company who 
was injured in the State of Ohio through 
the carelessness of the engineer. As the 
road was a Maryland corporation the case 
was tried in the United States Court, 
which followed the rule laid down by the 
Ohio courts and found against the 
company. 

Justice Brewer, in delivering the decision 
ofthe court, «used this remarkable lan- 
guage: 

We think the authorities of this court 
speak with one unvarying voice that the re- 
latiops of a railway company to its employes 
present matters of general and not of local 
law, and when we lock at the nature of 
things we are satisfied thatisa correct ex- 
position. The great transportation business 
ofthis country, as carried on by rallroads, is 
largely interstate to-day, whateverit may 
have been in times past. Canit be that a 
railroad company, like the plaintif® here, is 
‘subject, as it passes from State to State, toa 
different law fn respect to its rights, obliga- 
tions, and duties toits employes? The Con- 
gress of the United States has recently 
recognized the fact thatthis vast subject is 
one of general concern in its interstate com- 
merce law in providing that freight cars 
shall be coupled with automatic couplers. 
The case before us is one of general law, and 
this court is not fequired to follow the de- 
cisions of the State courts. 

To a layman this seems to be aclear ‘‘in- 
vasion of the just authority of the State 
as guaranteed to it by the Constitution.’’ 
And Justice Field so declared it to be in 
a. dissenting opinion. It may well be 
usked how much local self-government is 
left to us if the principle of this decision is 
accepted. It takes away all power of reg- 
ulating the relations of railway companies 
and theiremployes from the State Legis- 
latures and lodges it in the Federal Con- 
gress, since all railways are engaged more 
or less in interstate transportation. Un- 
der this decision the domain of Federal 
legislation is indefinitely enlarged, and 
centralization well nigh reaches its goal.

It is 
that or Populism—Kansas Populism—and 
to us Populism is political death. Are we 
ready to die? Are we prepared-to yield 
forever the good things of this Govern- 
ment?’’ , :

WORLD'S Fatr GrounpDs, CHICAGO, III., May 
12.—There was not much outward sign at the 
Exposition this morning that rain fell almost 
without cessation during yesterday. With 
the exception of the north side of the ae 
court, which is still disfigured with freight 
cars, nolsy engines and mud puddles, the 
roadways of the park are now impervious to 
the attacks of the elements. The southern 
end of the grounds, where the forestry, 


‘dairy, ethnological, shoe and leather and 


other buildings are located, has been 
- because thé. Exposition managers 
considered that popular interest in those 
exhibtts-did not. t immediate com- 
pletion of ether the Duildings, installa- 
tion of exhibits or ropdways. Yet many 
people are to be seen daily trudging over the 
railroag ties and piles of dirt to view those 
exhibits, The Director-General has en- 
dea vored to put the forestry and live stock 
departments on an equal footing with more 
favored sections of the Fair, but he has been 
frustrated by the local director and Burnham, 
Director of Works. The archeological and 
ethaological exhibits are exclusively repre- 
sentative of the North and South American 
continents and are more interesting than 
some exhibits in the central portion of the 
park, yetthey have been relegated to the 
back yard of the Exposition tor some reason 
which does not appear on the surface. 
ELECTRIC FOUNTAINS. 

One of the new attractions at the opening 
of the Fair to-day was the sight of the two 
electric fountains on each side.of the Mac- 
Monnies fountain in front of Administration 
Bullding emitting water from thousands of 
jets high inthe air. The MacMonnies, which 
had already been displayed, was also set to 
playing and added much beauty to the scene. 
The playing of the fountains attracted 
large crowds allday but the sight was 
nothing compared with the one which will 
be witnessed by tens of thousands who are 
expected to visit the Fair on the second 
open night to-morrow night. On that oc- 
casion the three fountains at the west end of 
the grand basin will not only de in oppera- 
tion but the electrical device which will cast 
all the colors of the rainbow upon the as- 
cending sprays of water is to be shown for 
the first time. In additionthe electrical fllu- 
mination will cover every part ofthe White 
City and the midway plaisance as the 
mechanical arrangements are now complete. 

Hundreds of men were at work to-day on 
the roofs of the buildings where the rain 
came through yesterday, closing the leaks. 
One reason why exhibits are not installed Is 
that owners refuse to expose their costly 
wares to be damaged by water until they are 
thoroughly satisfied after several rainy ex- 
per lences that the roof over their booths and 
show cases ig actually and permanently 
water-proof, Inthe Liberal Arts Building, 
which has the most troublesome roof in the 
whole park, the leaks were numerous and 
many exhibits were damaged, but none seri- 
ously.
